No 
class of people on earth do more gra' 
tuitous work, or receive less thanks 
than the newpaper fraternity. The 
average person seems to think that 
favors done by newspapers consist 
wholly in what is said of and about 
people. In this the public is sadly 
mistaken. It ia what is left unsaid 
for which nine oat of every ten per- 
sons should be traly thaakfoL Tbe 
way to tbink of this is to bring It home 
to yourself. Have any of your fam 
ily ever gotten drunk, kicked up a fuss 
atid made a.sses of themselves?

info r me d ,t his faiw leqalna that where 
property is to be sold,(especially where 
non-resident and infant beirs are con- 
cerned) the sale must be advertised at 
least three times in some newspaper 
of general circulation. Of course the 
editors want to make a few extra dol- 
lars, but at the same time the law is 
more for the protection of the parties 
to tbe soil than anything else. Our 
readaia are well aware of tbe fact 
that in nearly every locality, there 
are men who wateh the legal aalea, do 
all sorttrfsdMming and trickery to 
bid in the property at two-thirds of its 
appraised value and thereby secure 
property which they can turn aroand 
and sell for its real value and come 
out many dollars ahead on the graft. 
Who suffers in such transactions? 
Why the poor devil who is being sold 
out, of course. By advertising the 
sale in a newspaper, tbe attention of 
the pnbUe ia called to the fact, praa- 
pective bayers have a ehaaee to taivca- 
tigate the Utle, look at the land, and 
when the eommlasioaer gela up to sell 
it, tbe property will, nine times in 
ten, bring far nearer its real value.

To- 
bacco houses in this city for sometime 
heve been in receipt of advices which 
say generally that the profit in cotton 
growing is so large under present con- 
ditions that the tobacco acreage may 
be considerably reduced. 

Tbe southern advices seem to indi- 
cate that farmers there have come to 
the conclusion that cotton is to be 
kingaftfn. and It lata their intaieat 
to cultivate thatalaplahi the ptawa of 
tobacco. The rsaalt of and 
would be a decraaae of the 
supply and a correapondlnff 
in its price. 

In addition to this fact, another in- 
dication of high prices for tobacco lies 
in the fact that weather conditions 
were unfavorable in some sections of 
the south during the planting season.

While tha country la from tlma to 
time alarmed with the number of rail- 
road wrecks, the appalling loss of life 
and injnrv to property and blame or 
negligence is attached to some of the 
officiate for the careless distribution 
of ordan, .faUnre to obey, or took of 
care, bat tew eoaiphOata are ever 
heard againat tbe englaew, the man 
at the throttle, and upon whoae Judge- 
ment and cool head so much depends 
for weal or woe, says the Lexington 
Democrat. And to a laige extent this 
is right. 

The locomotive engineers constitute 
peculiar class of people that is nei- 
ther understood or appreciated by tbe 
general pabUe. Sober, allaat, aleit, 
with the t im e tab le for tkair BIbIa 
and train trai^dl^atdiar'B ordoa for 
their written oeed, tht>y dtoeharge 
their dangerous duty. If a federal sol- 
dier loses bis little finger in the ser- 
vice of his country he is voted a hero 
and Is given a pension. When a loco- 
motive engineer deliberately goes to 
his death to protect the lives of others 
and the property committed to his 
eare,htoehtof rewardtoafew llaeain 
In the dally pnm. Saefa oeeorreaesa 
among them are two eoBMBoa toaadto 
public comment. 

If all the dangen of the rail were 
as patent to the public as to the man 
at the throttle, there would be pre- 
cious little traveling for pleasure. 
The public hear only of the accidents 
that occur, not of the thousands 
averted by the cool judgment and 
leonine eoaiage of tbe man in the en- 
gineer^ cab. Mounted upon his iron 
steed, with ita heart of fire aad breath 
of flame, he goea rushing thrmwh the 
midnight storm at tbe rata of fifty 
miles per hour, dragging In Ita wake 
a heavy train loaded with precious 
human freight. He may know that 
the speed attained is too rapid for 
either the track or the rolling stock 
but the time tables call for It and it 
must come. The rails may spread at 
any moment, or the next switch be 
misphwed. Sleepy dhgatehen some 
times bloadar aad a eoUtoloB may oc- 
cur, bat ha eaaoaly kaqphtoeyeon 
the slippery tradt, hto hand oa the 
lever and go plunging on. If any ac- 
cident occurs those in the coaches 
must escape with only a slight shak- 
ing no matter what occurs to him. He 
must stand at his post like a Roman 
sentinel though the heavens rain fire. 
To the man at the throttle the en- 
gine is no dull, dead piece of mechan 
Ism, but It is a living, sentient creat- 
ure to be pralaad when It does well 
and whoa It doaa lU It gete its rebuke. 
It r m p ead a to hto toaeh Ukaa well 
traiaed ateedaadthe englaeargrows 
madi attached to it and talka to it 
as a good jockey does to his monnt. 

No man who is troubled with what 
people sometimes call nerves has the 
least business to handle a locomotive. 
To promptly manage one and at the 
same time enjoy good health requires 
not only superior courage, but a stoi- 
cism worthy of a Sioux warrior. The 
NMBOtlvo engineers shoulder more 
le ap ea i lbU l t lai acd face graver dan- 
gen thanalasoat anyothar claw of 
menthateooldbeBMntloaed. Imag 
ine yourself In a cab, at the wd ot a 
long night run with a heavy train np- 
JOD an ill-constructed track.a veritable 
serpent of rust resting on rotten ties.
